MEMBERS LIVE, THAT IS, WITH CONCERN FOR THE HARVEST." 

THE TEAM LEADER INTRODUCED ME TO TRACTOR DRIVER A. YADGAROV. HE 
WAS ALREADY CULTIVATING HIS PLOT FOR THE SECOND TIME. NEARBY HIS 
COMRADE D. ALLA8ERDYYEV WAS CUTTING IRRIGATION FURROWS. IRRIGATION 
WORKERS D. AGAMAMETOV, T. BABAMURADOV, AND S. IMAMOV HAD JUST LET 
WATKR IMTCL.THE...FIKf.pg AND VFRP NOW SFEING THAT IT DID NOT WASH AWAY 
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WOMEN WAS THINNING OUT THE CROPS. IT WAS CLEAR FROM THE WAY PEOPLE *• 
WERE WORKING CALMLY AND ASSUREDLY THAT THE PROXIMITY OF THE BORDER 
DID NOT WORRY THEM. 

D. ABDULKHAKIMOV, FIRST SECRETARY OF TERMEZSKIY PARTY RAYKOM, 
SAID THAT REPRESENTATIVES OF ONE OF <><>AFGHANISTAN<><>'S NORTHERN 
PROVINCES RECENTLY VISITED THE RAYON. THEY FAMILIARIZED THEMSELVES 
WITH THE WORK OF THE VILLAGE SOVIET, INSPECTED FIELDS AND LIVESTOCK

IN THE COURSE OF 3 DAYS I VISITED MANY FARMS IN THE BORDER ZONE 
OF UZBEKISTAN AND TAJIKISTAN. AND I SAW EVERYWHERE THE SAME 
PICTURE OF A REGULAR LIFE FILLED WITH ROUTINE WORKDAYS. IN 
GAGARINSKIY RAYON, IN THE FLOODPLAIN OF THE AMUDARYA, FOR EXAMPLE, 
THERE ARE THREE RICE-GROWING SOVKHOZES — THE PRAVDA, ISKRA, AND 
SHALIKOR. I DROVE ROUND ALMOST ALL THE PRAVDA SOVKHOZ LANDS WITH 
T. KHUSHBAKOV, ITS DIRECTOR. IN THE SETTLEMENT OF GAGARINO I MET 
WITH THE DIRECTORS OF THE ISKRA AND SHALIKOR SOVKHOZES, THE RAYON'S 
LEADERS, AND FARMERS. 

YES, THE BORDER IS NEARBY, BUT THE PEOPLE WHO LIVE HERE ARE 
CONFIDENT THAT ANY SALLY FROM THE OTHER SIDE, IF THEY DARED TO
